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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, paragraph 1, 
for failing to comply with the written description stands. The absorbent material being disposed on and joined to the inner surface of the 
inner lining is not described in the specification. The specification merely states that the absorbent material may be attached to the inner 
lining. Whether it is obvious to dispose the absorbent material on the inner surface and join it to the inner surface is irrelevant. While the 
applicant does not have to exactly describe the subject matter claimed, the applicant must have support for any amendment to the claim. 
In this case, the specification and drawings do not support the amendment to the claims, and the amendment is therefore considered 
new matter and must be cancelled from the claims. 
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
